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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The Examiner acknowledges the amending of claims 18, 23 and 30 as well as 
the cancellation of claims 24 and 32-33. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 18-23, and 25-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 18 outlines a multimode optical fiber which is subsequently used in laser 
systems outlined in claims 23 and 30. The multimode optical fiber is formed with a core 
region comprising radially dependent amounts of a dopant material and selected 
transparent oxides which are selected to provide independent control over the refractive 
index and Raman gain. The dopants thereby cause the fiber to favor lower order modes 
and discriminate against higher order modes. The index/gain profiles are further limited 
to having their highest values along the axis of the fiber. Claim 18 additionally limits the 
core to a single region, Claim 23 limits the profiles to a parabolic shape, while claim 30 
limits the dopant profile to a minimum near the core/clad interface and a gradual 
transition to a maximum near the optical axis. Prior art such as US 2004/0071418 was 
found to teach Ge02 and F codoped in a single core, but with no radial dependence 
and not multimode. US 4822399 was found to teach similar Ge02/F doping but without 
a single core region and not parabolic or gradual doping. US 41 1 1 525 was found to 
teach a codoping with Ge02 but was doped such that the Raman gain was a minimum 
near the core rather than a max. The prior art listed above as well as that previously 
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pointed out failed to teach the above listed limitations thereby placing the claims in 
condition for allowance.
